Pertinent questions and answers 
for those who want to know about 
the policies and purposes of the 
American legion: 

What Does the Legion Do to Help 
Veterans Find Jobs? 

Many departments, county and 
district organizations and posts 
maintain service officers or divi¬ 
sions which, among other things, 
help veterans to file claims, get 
hospitalization or medical care 
and find jobs. Most posts help 
veterans to get employment, whe¬ 
ther they have permanent organ¬ 
izations for this purpose or not. 

In the financial depression of 
1921-2922, a nation-wide drive was 
organized through the National 
Americanization Commission. Per¬ 
manent employment was found for 
500,00b veterans and temporary 
jobs for 200,000 more. Hotels 
and lunchrooms were opened by 
the Legion in many cities. A to- 
total of 1 , 000 , 000 , it is estimated, 
was spent for relief of jobless vet¬ 
erans. 

What Is the Relation Between the 
Veterans Bureau and the Legion? 

The United States Veterans Bu- 
reau is a government organiza¬ 
tion handling matters of hospital- 
ization, compensation, rehabilita¬ 
tion and war risk insurance of 
World War veterans. It was ere- i 
ated largely as a result of Legion 
efforts, but is no part of the Le- \ 
organization. The Legion

Selling lots by representing to 
i prospects that they were the 
lucky winners in a drawing of 
numbers seems likely to go out of 
fashion among subdividers as a 
resuilt of action by the state real 
estate commissioner’s office. Many 
people in Sierra Madre, as well 
as elsewhere in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, have been informed that they 
could have a lot which had been 
drawn for them in some moun¬ 
tain subdivision by merely paying 
for improvements already in¬ 
stalled. Faulty titles, imaginary 
improvements, semi-perpendicular 
sites, remote and worthless loca¬ 
tions were only a few of the 
things found by some of those 
who paid first and investigated 
afterward. Prosecutions followed 
at last.

Varied Bill 
Is Offered 
at Wistaria 


Only those voters who regis¬ 
tered between Jan. 1 and Feb. 25, 
1926, are eligible to vote at elec¬ 
tions of school trustees on March 
26, according to the latest ruling 
received by the local school board 
from County Superintendent Mark 
Keppel. As a result only a small 
proportion of the voters of Sierra 
Madre will be permitted to cast 
their ballots. 

Trustee J. O. Smith is the only 
candidate whose name was filed 
in time to be printed on the of¬ 
ficial ballot. In spite of the ab¬ 
sence of a contest the ruling is a 
disappointment to those who like 
to see a large vote at school elec¬ 
tions and who hoped Mr. Smith 
would be returned to office by an 
emphatic vote. 

By some quirk of legul interpre¬ 
tation, it is held that in districts 
where school bonds are submit¬ 
ted, anyone can vote who was 
registered during 1924-25. This is 
in harmony with the old practice 
of using the old register for all 
spring elections. 

The letter from the county sup¬ 
erintendent follows: 

Attorney General Webb has 
ruled, and County Counsel Bishop 
has concurred in his ruling, that 
only those electors who have reg¬ 
istered in 1926 prior to Feb. 25, 
1926, may vote for school trustees 
and high school board members 
at the school election on March 
26, 1926. 

Please bring this letter to the 
attention of the governing boards 
of your respective school districts 
and acquaint the officers of your 
election boards with the rulings 
of their legal advisers; and tell 
the election officers to perndt I 
only those electors to vote for 
school trustees and for high 
school board members who have 
registered in 1926 prior to Feb. j 
25, 1926. 

Any other person who insists 
upon voting must be treated as 
a challenged elector and must 
not be allowed to vote for school 
trustee or for high school board 
members unless such challenged 
elector swears in his vote in har¬ 
mony with the provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 1600 of the Political Code of 
the State of California. 

It may be that in some dis¬ 
tricts school bond elections are 
to be held on March 26, 1926. In 
such case, any elector who was 
registered in 1924-1925 or who 
has registered in 1926 prior to 
Feb. 25, 1926, may vote for or 
against the school bonds.

Maintenance of adequate forces 
' for internal and external national 
defense; prompt enactment into 
law of the principle of the univer¬ 
sal draft, assuring equal service 
for all and special privileges ami 
profits for none, should war be 
forced on the nation; immediate 
adherence by the United States to 
a permanent court of international 
justice; co-operation by the Unit¬ 
ed States in such activities of the 
League of Nations as may from 
time to time be approved by the 
Government, with maintenance of 
an official observer at the seat 
of the League at Geneva; endorse¬ 
ment of the holding of interna¬ 
tional conferences for disarma¬ 
ment, world security, codification 
of international law and the like; ! 
co-operation with FIDAC in its 
program; education of mankind in j 
international good will.

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struction of a pood road benefits 
the property served by that road 
as well as the people using it and 
the people using it already are 
committed to permanently main¬ 
taining that road in a manner 
adequate to serve its needs—un¬ 
wise, because maintenance, recon¬ 
struction and widening necessities 
are constantly increasing and to 
meet present as well as future 
traffic demands, the time is not 
far distant when the user of the 
road must face increased taxation 
for that purpose. 

Which Is Most Needed? 

Let each individual user of the 
road answer this question: “Is it 
more important that a new road 
be built somewhere, here or there, 
at my expense, or is it more im¬ 
portant that the road which I use 
daily be maintained in a manner 
to serve my needs, widened to 
permit uninterrupted traffic and 
reconstructed when need requires, 
1 to pay for same?” 

The Automibile Club of South¬ 
ern California maintains that new 
highway construction is a capital 
investment, to be borne by the 
people as a whole. For more 
than twelve years our organiza¬ 
tion has been committed to the 
policy of “the user of the road 
to pay for the maintenance, wid¬ 
ening and reconstruction thereof 
as required after it once has been 
built at the expense of the peo¬ 
ple as a whole.” 

In the matter of financing fu¬ 
ture state highway construction, 
our organization recommends the 
following alternatives: 

Paying for New Roads 

a. An authorization by the vot¬ 
ers of the state for the issuance 
annually over a period of twelve 
years bonds in an amount not to 
exceed $7,500,000 per annum, 
which with present ratio of fed¬ 
eral aid appropriations provide 
in excess of $10,000,000 annually 
for new highway construction. 

b. Direct appropriation by the 
state legislature out of the gen¬ 
eral revenue of the state the sum 
of $5,000,000 per annum, which 
with present ratio of federal aid 
would provide in excess of $7,000,- 
000 per year for new highway 
construction. 

With the adoption of either of 
the methods above described, 75 
per cent of the funds thus derived 
should be expended upon the state 
trunk line highways, inter-state 
connections and county seat later¬ 
als until they are completed, the 
remainder to be allocated to the 
district state highways in propor¬ 
tion to the tax paid by each dis¬ 
trict. With the completion of the 
state trunk highway system, in¬ 
ter-state connection and county 
seat laterals, funds provided 
should be allocated to district 
state highways in proportion to 
tax paid by each district. 

Finis 

The writer has endeavored to 
set forth the problems confront¬ 
ing the people of the state of 
California and possible remedies 
that would aid in their solution. 

The conditions and recommenda¬ 
tions as herein set forth have 
been the subject of numerous 
conferences with organizations and 
individuals in an effort to arrive 
at a solution, fair alike to the 
north and south, that would in¬ 
sure equitable, economic and more 
rapid development of our state 
highway system, and with a view 
to presenting the conclusions ar¬ 
rived at to organizations and in¬ 
dividuals throughout the state for 
consideration. We believe that 
so long as inequity and injustice 
prevail, either to the north or 
south, in methods of taxation or 
the expenditure thereof, just so 
long will the proper development 
of our highway system be retard¬ 
ed, the economic loss of which to 
our state cannot be estimated. 

To further seek relief at the 
hands of a legislature, which 
maintains, in defiance of the con¬ 
stitution of this state, a repre¬ 
sentation of 7!) members for the 
45 northern counties and 41 mem¬ 
bers for the thirteen southern 
counties, despite the equality of 
population between the two sec¬ 
tions, is futile. 

The Automobile Club of South¬ 
ern California has waged a long 
and insistent fight for a just 
method of taxation for highway 
purposes and an equitable dis¬ 
tribution of expenditure thereof, 
and this effort will be continued 
with the utmost vigor. 

The issue must therefore be de¬ 
cided by the voters of this state, 
upon whose shoulders the burden 
of taxation will fall and who are 
entitled to receive the benefits of 
their investment, in accordance 
with that which they pay.

S IERRA MADRE water has always had 
the reputation of being: as palatable as 
it is pure. It is reassuring to have the 
monthly reports of the county health de¬ 
partment on samples taken from wells, tun¬ 
nels, reservoirs and mains. These show to¬ 
tal absence of bacterial or other contamina¬ 
tion. Water is ordinarily considered a 
good conductor of electricity. But not when 
it is as pure as Sierra Madre water. This 
was shown by some experiments of Ru¬ 
dolph Hartman a number of years ago j 
when making a water rheostat for some 
electrical tests- He found the water was so 
nearly chemically pure that he had to dis¬ 
solve some mineral salts in it to secure the j 
necessary conductivity.

Plan. 

Among those present were G. I. 
Farntan, representing the Sierra 
Madre Electric Co.; Claude Ved- 
der, electrical contractor of Sier¬ 
ra Madre; Harold N. Jackson of 
the Jackson Electric Shop, Mon¬ 
rovia; J. E. Donahue, represent¬ 
ing the Monrovia Electric Co.; 
Fred Schwartz, S. A. Cochran, B. 
S. Seymour and Brooks Fisher of 
the Edison company. Arcadia 
contractors will also participate in 
this movement. 

Under the Red Seal Plan of 
electrical wiring, provision is made 
for safety, ample capacity and the 
installation of convenient outlets 
for the use of the numerous elec¬ 
trical appliances which have be¬ 
come such an important part of 
daily use throughout the house¬ 
hold. This plan is being spon¬ 
sored by the entire electrical in¬ 
dustry and architects throughout 
the entire country under the aus¬ 
pices of the Society for Electrical 
Development, and reports from .

of electricity. Many of the build¬ 
ers and architects are now em¬ 
bodying the Red Seal specifica¬ 
tions in their plans to insure pro¬ 
per wiring in the buildings and 
homes under their supervision.

THE FUTURE OF THE WISTARIA 

S OME of these days Sierra Madre people 
are likely to wake up and find that a 
valuable community- asset has been allowed 
to slip out of their hands and be lost, so 
far as its greater possibilities are con¬ 
cerned. 

Not so many years ago Sierra Madre 
had an opportunity to acquire for park pur¬ 
poses one of the loveliest canyons in the 
whole foothill region. The lower portion 
of the Little Santa Anita had been occupied 
as a resort by Carter’s Camp for a number 
of years. The knoll to the east was a 
favorite spot for short hikes, having few 
superiors as an easily accessible place from 
which to see the country. 

The canyon and knoll were on the mar¬ 
ket and could have been bought for a few 
thousand dollars. Some citizens were far 
seeing enough to realize the value of a 
properly developed park in such a setting. 
Others live so near the mountains they 
deprecate their value as commonplace things 
are often undervalued- Other things de¬ 
manded the expenditure of public resources. 
Street improvements, the water system and 
various essentials seemed to require the ex¬ 
penditure of about all the money the public 
felt could be spared for civic purposes, the 
canyon and knoll were sold to a subdivider 
who used a microscope instead of the usual 
instruments for cutting up the land. Of 
the results it is rather difficult to speak 
without' showing signs of ill temper, espe¬ 
cially when thinking of what might have 
been. 

Now, it should not require any argu¬ 
ment to persuade Sierra Madre people that 
the great wistaria vine is one of the great¬ 
est attractions in all Southern California. 
Whether the home folks realize it or not, 
the fact is well known to thousands of peo¬ 
ple from all parts of the world. For several 
years they have been coming in throngs 
during the blooming season, and returning 
in lesser numbers during the rest of the 
year, to see that vine. 

Years ago, if Sierra Madre was men¬ 
tioned at some remote place, it usually 
brought the response, “Oh yes, I went 
there on my way to Mt. Wilson, or to 
Carter’s Camp, or to Lucky Baldwin’s 
ranch.” Nowadays, the response is, “Sierra 
Madre—that’s the place where we went to 
see that wonderful Wistaria Vine.” 

The future of the Wistaria Vine is 
something demanding the attention of ev¬ 
erybody who believes in making the most 
of community assets. That the Fennel 
property has been on the market for some 
time is well known. To have it pass into 
private hands which would result in the 
public being excluded from viewing it would 
be a calamity. 

There are possibilities in devoting it to 
some commercial purpose, such as a high 
class dining establishment. That would 
insure it remaining a public attraction. Con¬ 
ceivably it may pass into private hands 
where it will remain as freely available for 
community and public uses as has been the 
case with the Fennels. But not likely. The 
only alternative to insure against loss as a 
community asset is its acquisition by the 
city or by some organization.

March 4 was the anniversary of 
the death of a California hero. 
Thomas Starr King died in 1864, 
but not until he had finished his 
work as a champion of the Union 
in the hectic and trying days of 
the Civil War. Starr King’s 
name is among the most illustri¬ 
ous in the annals of California. 
Transferred from Boston to San 
Francisco in 1860 as pastor of 
the Unitarian church, he virtually 
gave his life to the cause of sav¬ 
ing the Union. 

His remarkable ability as an 
orator in support of the Union 
was as effective as the most mas¬ 
terful strokes on the field of bat¬ 
tle. He launched the movement 
in 1862 which resulted in $260,000 
being raised in California for the 
sanitary fund, and he delivered 
impassioned addresses throughout 
the state. He finally broke down 
under the strain, an affection of 
the throat leading to complica¬ 
tions which brought death. 

The state legislature adjourned 
for three days upon receiving 
word of his death, after adopting 
a resolution characterizing Starr 
King as “a tower of strength to 
the cause of the country.” A 
statue in Golden Gate Park, San 
Francisco, honors the memory of 
this California hero of the six¬ 
ties. One of the loftiest peaks of 
the High Sierras has been named 
for him.
